Keystone Warns 

Against 'Moth. Balls' 

Driving Fuel 

In response to many inquiries. 
Keystone Automobile Club has 
made an investigation of "Vita- 
plus", a radio-advertised gasoline 
additive which purports to give 
greatly increased car mileage. 

The Club is in receipt of a re- 
port from the National Bureau of 
Standards which says the product 
consists chiefly of naphthalene, "a 
chemical familiar to every one in 
the form of molth balls." The 
Bureau also discounted a "test 
run" of 27.4 miles, which appar- 
ently gave an increased mileage 
of 22.8 per cent, pointing out that 
the run on untreated gas was 
made with a cold motor and two 
additional runs over the same 
course were made after the motor 
had warmed up. 

"Had Vitaplus ben run first and 
untreated gasoline last," the Bu- 
reau's report to the Club says, "the 
conclusion that Vitaplus decreas- 
ed the mileage would undoubtedly 
have been reached."

the District Home. 

The report, submitted by the 
Home Superintendent. Martin L. 
Horn, to the executive and admin- 
istrative officers of the Institution 
District. County Commissioners 
Fred C. Peters. Foster C HUlegass 
and Raymond K. Mensch. points 
out that all persons admitted to 
the Home during the year re- 
quired hospitalization. 

"The patients have received the 
very best of care and attention due 
to better facilities and more reg- 
istered nurses." Horn stated. 

Dring 1943. a total of 166 pa- 
tients were admitted to the Home 
hospital out of an average in- 
mate population of the Home for 
the year of 184. One Hundred 
and Twelve inmates were over 65 
years of age. 

Superintendent Horn reported 
that 58 persons were admitted to 
the Home durin" the year. 41 were 
discharged and 29 died. The pop- 
ulation as of January 1. 1944. was 
175. of which 123 were men and 
52 were women.

MERION REPORTS 
100% COVE RAGE 

As the Fourth War Loan Drive 
passed the half way mark, the 
Lower Merlon-Narberth District 
reported bond sales totaling $3,- 
775.825 or 75.5 per cent of its quota 
of $5,000,000. 

The second week of the cam- 
paign saw a big spurt in bond 
sales, engendered in part by the 
news of the Japanese atrocities 
and by the purchase of $2,000,000 
of securities by the Autocar Com- 
pany, Ardmore.

From Merion came the first re- 
port of 100 per cent coverage in 
the house to house drive. In the 
district captained by Dudley S. 
Thomas, every house has been so- 
licited. From the 104 houses in the 
district, 96 subscriptions have al- 
ready been turned in, Thomas ex- 
pects that every house will be rep- 
resented by a subscription before 
the drive ends. 

James A. Lynd, Lower Merion- 
Narberth Chairman, expressed the 
opinion, based on reports from 
captains in the various communi- 
ties, that the entire district will be 
covered house-to-house befoi-e the 
drive is over. 

"There is every indication." he 
said, "that our district should meet 
its quota. The response of both 
workers and citizens to the feeling • 
of horror engendered by the revel- 
ation of the Japanese atrocities 
has resulted in an upsurge in both 
the number and amount of sub- 
scriptions." 

Mr. Lynd also requested any 
persons that have not been active- 
ly engaged in soliciting subscrip- 
tions who now wish to add their 
efforts to the Drive to get in touch 
with him at Merion 7955. 

"Their services will be most wel- 
come in a follow-up of the terri- 
tory in which they reside as well 
as adding impetus to solicitation 
among the business houses of the 
Township," he said.
